Bill Passed Authorizing His Promotion 
I 
and Retirement—Free Deliveries 
for Small Cities—Debate en 
the Anti-Anarchy BHL 


W ashington, June 5.—Discussion of 
the project 6f construction of an isth­ 
mian canal was begun in the senate 
Wendesday. 
Mr. Morgan of Alabama, 
chairman of the committee on inter­ 
oceanic canals, opened 
the 
debate, 
speaking nearly three hours. A con­ 
siderable portion of his speeecli was 
devoted to an examination of the re­ 
cently suggested danger to the Nicar­ 
agua canal route of siesmlc disturb­ 
ances. 
This danger, he concluded, af 
ter a careful review of many authori­ 
ties, existed only in the imagination 
of those who desired to defeat any ca­ 
nal project. Hts study of the situation 
had convinced him that really there 
was greater danger from volcanic and 
earthquake disturbance to the Panama 
route than to the Nicaragua route; but 
he was satisfied that little danger to 
either was to be anticipated. 
Mr. Morgan reviewed at length the 
political conditions in Colombia, find­ 
ing in them a grave menace to the 
United States in the construction of a 
canal by the Panama route. 
He pre­ 
sented also the present phases of the 
diplomatic negotiations looking to the 
building of a canal by both the Nic­ 
aragua route and the Panama route. 
He closed with a strong appeal for the 
passage of the Nicaragua bill. 
Mr. Quay called up the bill author­ 
izing the promotion aud retirement of 
the present senior major general of the 
army, Major General John R. Brooks, 
and it was passed. 
Mr. platt of Connecticut suggested 
that the committee on military affairs 
report to the senate a bill providing 
for a permanent grade for the retire­ 
ment ol officers, and Mr. Warren of 
"Wyoming thought that all officers who 
had served in the civil war ought to 
be permitted to retire at one higher 
grade than they held in the army. 
A bill providing that the postmaster 
general may extend free deliveries to 
cities of 5000 inhabitants or $5000 in­ 
come instead of 10,000 inhabitants as 
at present, was passed. 
Mr. Money of Mississippi questioned 
the accuracy of a statement made re­ 
cently by Mr. Hoar in his speech on 
the Philippine bill, on the origin of the 
Monroe dlctrine. 
Mr. Hoar stated that John Quincy 
Adams was the author of the doctrine. 
Mr. Money contended that the doc­ 
trine was the result of consultations 
between Mr. Canning, 
the 
British 
prime minister, and Mr. Bush. 
the 
American minister to Great Britain. 
Consideration was begun of the mil­ 
itary 
academy 
appropriations 
bill 
which carries appropriations aggregat­ 
ing $2,625,324. 
Mr. Bate of Tennessee, a member of 
the military affairs committee, pro­ 
tested aginst the vast extent of the im­ 
provement proposed at West Point, ag­ 
gregating. he said, $6,500,000, the in­ 
crease provided by the senate being 
about $1,000,000.
